On the contrary fhe only law on the sabject is 
that of the United States passed July, 1862, 
positively prohibiting and professing to pun- 
ish it. It is in conflict with all law, except 
that of Church *‘covfmsel” and dictation. 

The Jadiciary is the most able, dignified 
and important Committee of Congress, and 
we presume the claim in the memorial that 
te law of 1862 is unconstitutional, induced 
t e reference of that question to the Judiciary, 
rather than to the Territorial Committee. But 
think that it does not require a very pro- 
found legal mind to controvert the proposi 
ton that because the Mormons claim the 
practice of Polygamy asa part of their Church 
creed that, therefore, it is beyond constitn- 
t onal interference by law. The claim is too 
„ to deceive apybodygsave those who 
c.008e to be deceived. The Committee, 
ever, charaeterize this assumption in clea 
a d unmistakable terms. No greater out- 
ruge, say they, on freedom of religiour 
futh could be perpetrated thap to require the 
people of nation to sanction or approve 
by law a practice 0 deeply offensive.” 
however, isa mere reiteration of the concla- 
siou to which every rational mind, outside of 
tue Mormon Church. has- long since arrived. 

But we submit that high-sounding and wel, 
rounded periods, mere paper fulminations 
ayoinst Polygamy or any other acknowledged 
evil, are of very little e~ail, The Mormon 
theveraey, With its avowed doctrine of plu- 
rality, however offeusive to public sentiment, 
is nut to be restrained by such means.
